City Council Buys New Police Car 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night without Mayor 
Sam Sawyer, who was out of 
town attending another function. 
All councilmen were present. 
Mayor Pro-Tem Charles Ellis 
presided over the meeting. 

The meeting opened with 
Mr. Grady Lanier of Alabama 
Electric Co-op presenting the 
council with copies of a 30 
year franchise. Tne tranchise 
would allow Alabama Electric 
to continue servicing the Elba 
Water and Electric Board with 
electricity. The Board several 
months ago signed anagreement 
to purchase electricity from 
AEC and this franchise is only 
to allow the co-op to deliver 
the ‘‘juice’’ to the city faci- 
lities. 

Consulting Engineer, Henry 
Padgett reported that the city 
“ould not use indirect cost to 
compute percentages for a fed- 
eral grant on the airport. This 
matter was referred to the 
city attorney because the city 
had paid TASK Consultants 
several thousand dollars to get 
the figures with the under- 
standing they could be used. 

A new police car was pur- 
chased from Ed Sherling Ford 
in Enterprise on a low bid of 
$3776.96 after the council de- 
cided to purchase without air- 
conditioning or radio. Ronnie 
Vaughan had made a motion 
to purchase two cars but it 
died for lack of a second. 
Vaughan opposed buying the car 
without the airconditioner and 
radio. He then voted against 
buying the car but the motion 
carried. 

Ronnie Vaughan made a 
motion to approve a resolution 
commending all city employees 
for the fine job they did during 
the floods and Hurricane Eloise. 
This motion passed unan- 
imously. 

Vaughan was also assigned 
the responsibility of getting a 
car ready for the local home- 
coming parade 

The council discussed the 
matter of the city paying for 
the cleaning of the uniforms 
for the police department. A 
motion was made to table this 
matter until the next meeting. 
Vaughan - opposed but the motion 
carried. 

A letter was read from Mr. 
W.L. Brunson concerning 
flooding in the area behind his 
home in Brookdale. This was 
turned over to the street sup- 
erintendent for study. 

Police Chief Johnston rep- 


orted that the city has two ° 


additional policemen under the 
CEDA program. The govern- 
ment will pay their salary but 
Elba must maintain the same 
number of regular officers to 
remain eligible. Johnston also 
reported on a new plan where- 
dy his department checks on 
people living alone.

The City Council had on the agenda Tuesday night a discussion 
of an additional 1¢ sales tax. The discussion was postponed 
for two weeks but will come up again for sure. None of us 
likes taxes, but it doesn’t take a smart person to see that the 
City must have additional funds or do some drastic cutting 
back on spending. When we start talking about cutting back, 
however, there are half a dozen ways suggested, but hard to 
get any mutual agreement Some suggest cutting back on 
employees - when people are going to the council demanding 
more road repair, more police protection, more recreation, 
etc. Others want to cut back on vehicles - again it is hard to 
cut back on transportation when services are demanded. Others 
Suggest doing it ‘‘like in the old days’’, whatever that means 
Others say get it from the Water & Electric Department. How- 
ever, in my opinion, to do this will mean my and your elec- 
tricity will have to cost more. The problem is complex, but 
it is a problem and someone has got to solve it. If the City 
Council postpones action now, it will just be harder on the next 
council twelve months from now. 


Senator Sid McDonald of Arab has laid the blame on Lt. Governor 
Jere Beasley for the poor legislative showing in the recent reg 
ular session. This is not the first time we have hard this kind 
of talk. Beasley plans to run for Governor next time, and is 
apparently spending too much time gathering votes and support 
for that venture to do his present job in Montgomery. Shape up 
Jere - or the voters will ship you out! 


It was good to see that the Greenville football fans are again 
supporting their school team. Several years ago Elba had more 
fans at the game in Greenville than the home team itself had 
This year they filled their stands and most Elba folks stayed 
home.

On February 16 & 17, a 
100 year flood occurred in the 
northeast part of the County. 
On April 9 & 10 another 80 
mile long storm, even more 
severe than the first one, 
hovered over the area and 
dropped within a 21 hour period 
with 17 inches of rainfall in 
the eye of the storm near 
Enterprise. This caused tre- 
mendous damages to roads and 
croplands. On September 23, 
Hurricane Eloise movedacross 
the area with 100 miles per 
hour winds causing unprece- 
dent damages to crop, hous#s 
and woodland. 

Messers, Hughes, Faulk and 
Clark effectively used all pro- 
grams to _ assist landusers 
smooth out the land, repair 
terraces, waterways and farm- 
pond dams. The extra effort 
enabled farmers to recover 
and repair the land damages 
and produce a good crop.

During recent ceremonies 
av Auburn University, the Ala- 
bama Press Association(APA) 
Journalism Foundation made 
the first of two grants to the 
University for the creation of 
the ‘‘Alabama Press Associ- 
ation Room’’ in the Ralph 
Brown Draughn Library on the 
Auburn campus. 

The APA Journalism Fo- 
undation, a non-profit founda- 
tion that makes grants to edu- 
cational institutions to further 
journalism education in Ala- 
bama, presented a check for 
$2,500 to Auburn President- 
Dr. Harry M. Philpott. 

An additional grant of 
$2,500 will be presented ‘to 
Auburn early next year for a 
total grant of $5,000. That 
money will be matched by the 
Wniversity and the total of 
$10,000 will be used to com- 


plete the ‘Alabama Press 
Association Room." 
The APA Room will be 


utilized by Auburn journalism 
students as a reading room 
and will be initially stocked 
with loca) as well as national 
newspapers.

FEDERAL 
GRANT 


A Federal grant in the 
amount of $97,000 was ap- 
proved recently for the State 
of Alabama by David Caldwell, 
Director of the Atlanta Region, 
U.S. Civil Service Com- 
mission. The purpose of this 
grant is to finance a major 
reorganization of the Executive 
Branch of Alabama State Goy- 
ernment. 

These grant funds will pro- 
vide funds for a project to 
reorganize State government.

Holley called a press con- 
ference Tuesday morning at 


the Farm Center in New Bro- 


ckton to assess the regular 


session of the Legislature just 
completed and to answer 
questions from the news 


media. 
Attending the conference 


were The Elba Clipper; The 


Daily Ledger of Enterprise; 


WIRB and WKMX, both radio 


stations in Enterprise 
Holley first discussed the 


three local bills that passed 
and became law. FIRST was a 
bill allowing fishing witn bas- 


kets in Pea River for non 
game fish. This allows the 


baskets with license and tags 


on the baskets. SECOND was 


an increase in the expense 
allowance of the Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney. THIRD wasa 


bill to repeal a bill passed 
in the last session. It per- 
tained to newspapers and was 
passed the first time to help 
a newspaper in Enterprise 
which is no longer in exist- 
ance to publish legal notices. 
No county newspapers fall in 
that catagory at this time. 
Holley repealed this bill at 
the request of The Elba Clip- 
per and The Daily Ledger. 
Holley next discussed local 
bills he introduced, passed in 
the House but which died in 
the Senate. FIRST was the 
bill allowing the people to 
vote on the courthouse issue 
(building two new courthouses) 
SECOND was the much discus- 
sed bill to change the method 
of selecting the Superintendent 
of Education from appointed 
to elective. This was an 
elective office until about 4 
years ago. In answer to 
questions about reintroducing 
the bill Holley said,‘'I have 
no plans for the bill one way 
or the other at this time’”’ 
THIRD was the salary bill to 
place the Probate Judge, Tax 
Collector, Tax Accessor, and 
Circuit Clerk on salary. Hol- 
ley explained he was going 
to reintroduce this bill as a 
‘population bill’’ in the spec- 
ial session. This is because 
he doesn’t have time toadver- 
tise a local bill again. He said 
he had worked out a comp- 
romise between Senator 
Foshee and Senator Perry 
The salary for the Probate 
Judge will start at $23.000, 
half way between what the two 
Senators had compromised to 
during the last session. The 
Judge would get a $500 a year 
raise for four years, bringing 


the salary up’ to a total of 
$25,000. Holley said all four 
of the current office holders 
were in agreement on this bill 
and he felt we had operated 
with a fee system entirely too 
long. He said the rush was 
to allow people running for 
office next spring to know 
what they would be making if 
they took the office. 

“FOURTH was a companion 
bill to allow the county to pay 
the clerks in these four of- 
fices. Currently the office 
holder pays most ofthe clerks 
from his fees 

Holley was bordering on 
criticism of Senator Foshee 
and/or Senator Perry whenhe 
discussed the last two bills 
that failed in the Senate. He 
said with a smile that the 
“fiotly contested”’ bill to re 
name East Davis Street in 
Elba as Cornelia Wallace Dri- 
ve failed in the Senate. The 
bill had been introduced at 
the request of the Elba City 
Council. The other bill was 
one correcting anoversight by 
a previous Legislature. It was 
a population bill introduced 
in the 1°51 legislature toallow 
Coffee County to have two 
coroners. The bill should ha» 
been updated after the tast 
census but was not. Coffee 
County is still paying two cor 
oners but Holley just wanted 
to make it legal. Again he 
remarked about the hotly 
contested"’ bill when he said 
it died in the Senate

Holley Again To Introduce 
Courthouse Salary Bill 


First wa the $400,000 ap- 
propriation to the. large rec 
reation lake to be built on

acre SECOND was the ap- 
propriation of money for a 

new National Guard Armory 
in Enterprise and additional 
money for one in Elba. Some 
money was appropriated for 
new construction in Elba 
during the term of former 
Representative Drexel Cook 
but inflation had more than 
doubled the price tag. LAST 
he explained a conditional ap- 
propriation to the Pea River 
Historical Society of $25,000 
for historical preservation. 

Representative Holley said 
that in his opinionthe governor 
does not have the authority 
to appropriate education mo- 
ney. He said the constitution 
delegates that authority to the 
legislature 

Holley was asked about 
the bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Joel Folmar concer- 
hing a change in the unit 
system. Holley said he didn’t 
think the bill would be re- 
introduced. Holley added a 
statement he made during the 
political campaign, ‘I will 
not introduce any legislation 
altering the unit system.”’ 

He closed the conference 
with a statement supporting 
five straight days for the spe- 
cial session next week. Holley 
said everyone knows what is 
in the education budget that 
the House passed and it can 
be compromised and passed in 
five days, rather than going 
on Tuesday and Thursday each
